Signing of Universal Arbitration 
Treaty Advooated by Col. 
Roosevelt

NEW YORK, Dee. 10.—Opinion that 
the United States und Great Britain 
could agree to a universal arbitration 
treaty which would make war between 
the two nations impossible for all 
time is expressed By Col. Roosevelt in 
a letter which was made public today. 
The Colonel wrote to George Haven 
Putnam, president of the American 
League: “T am now prepared to say 


| what five years ago I would not have 


said. I think the time has come when 
the United States and the British 
Empire can agree to a universal arbi- 
tration treaty. In other words, I be- 
lieve that the time has come when we 
should say that under no condition 
shall there ever be a resort to war be- 
tween the United States and the Brit- 
ish Empire, that no question can ever 
arise between them that cannot be 
settled in judicial fashion in such man- 
ner as questions between states of our 
own union will be settled.” 

Colonel Roosevelt's letter was writ- 
ten in response to an invitation ex- 
tended to him by Mr. Putnam to join 
the English-speaking Union, of which 
Arthur J, Balfour, British foreign sec- 
retary, is president. Although declin- 
ing to accept membership, explaining 
that he was devoting his time “to se- 
curing in this country a spirit of undi- 
vided American nationalism,” Colonel 
Roosevelt said he was in sympathy 
with the spirit of the English-Speak- 
ing Union. In his letter the Colonel 
expressed opinion also that the United 
States should not try to build a navy 
equal to England's navy, which he de-

January 15, 1919, is the date set for 
the beginning of the demobilization 
of the Canadian soldiers in Canada. 
This information was given to The 
Bulletin Tuesday night by Howard 
Stutchbury, commissioner of the Re- 
turned Soldiers’ Branch of the Al- 
berta Government, who has just re- 
turned from Ottawa, where he has 
been in conference with the Boldiers’ | 
Civil Re-establishment Department of | 
the Dominion Government. 

For the sake of facilitating demo- | 


Dilization, the country haw been divid- | 


ed into Dispersal Areas, with Dis- 
persal Stations at which the soldiers 
will receive their formal discharge 


from the service and become civilians 
again. 

Three such Dispersal Areas have 
been formed in Alberta, designated by 
“Q," “RR,” and “ 8," rewv- 
pectively, and constituted as follows: 

Q—Federal electoral districts of 
Bow River, Lethbridge, Macleod and 


Medicine Hat, with Dispersal Station 
at Medicine Hat. 
R—Federal electoral districts of 


Calgary Bast, Calgary West and Red 
Deer, with Dispersal Station at Cal-| 
gary, | 

S—lederal | 
Edmonton East, 
Strathcona and Victoria, with 
persal Station at Edmonton. 

Back Into Civil LAfe 

It is intended by the government to} 
bring from overseas and demobilize | 
between 20,000 and 25,000 soldiers in 
Canada every month, who must be re- 
absorbed in civil life.

ordinary charge against Mrs. Mary 
Hall in the women's police court on 
Tuesday, and which brought out 
some most unusual and complicated 
evidence. 

It appears that Mrs. Hall is a wid- 
ow, her husband having diel of in- 
fluenza recently. She has.a barber 
shop on 101st street and it was to 
this shop that the man in the 
ease came one day, fresh from, Sae- 
katchewan with $6500 in money. 
Matthews Skinte had been working 
as a farm laborer near Saskatoon, 
and brought his money back in his 
pocket. 

Asked if She Would Do 

He went into this barber shop to 
get a hair cut, and in his evidence 
he alleges that he was no sooner 
nicely settled in the chair than she 
asked him if he had a girl, and then 
whon he replied in the negative, she 
asked him hew she would do. 

It seems that he acquiesced in 
this, and after that he allowed that 
he went there every day and took 
her and her sister, who also worked 
in the barber shop, over to the St. 
James hotel for dinner and supper. 
Then they began to discuss getting 
married, and he alleges that she 
wanted money to buy her wedding 
finery, also an engagement ring. He 
claimed that he was not very willing 
to do this, but she encouraged him 
by telling him that she owned the 
house in which she was living at 
10020 106th avenue, as well as the 
barber shop. 

Bought Diamond Ring 

He claims he was still not anxious 
to give up the money, but one day 
she got him into Thompson's store 
and there he gave her $45 to buy a

drees. She then got him into Jack- 
sen’s and he bought her a $70 dia- 
mond ring, and the next day he 


bought her a pair of $18 boots and 
a pair of overshoes at Johnstone 
Walker's. 

Some days after, he claims, she 
asked him for $150, but he only gave 
her $75. The next touch which he 
claims she made was for $20 for 
some photographs. 

He wanted to be in the photo- 
graphs, too, but to this she objected, 
and apparently won her point. 

Then came the day they were to 
be married. They were to go to Cal- 
gary on their wedding trip, and he 
hought a ticket there and also took 
a stateroom for that night. The 
sister asked to see the ticket, and he 
claims that she took it and put it in 
her purse. The bride-to-be arrange 
ed that they would be married after 
10 o'clock, when the barber shop 


closed, and she would send for him 
with a taxi, and have the minister 
handy. But apparently beginning 


to be suspicious, he claims that he 
got a taxi of his own and, waited 
around the corner of 106th avenue. 
He finally saw her taxi start off to- 
wards the C.P., station and he fol- 
lowed and when he saw them enter- 
ing the train he called up the police 
and Inspector Shaw ¢went up. 
Found Them in Stateroom 

He found them in the identical 
stateroom that Skinte had purchased 
for himself and his bride, and while 
they were discussing the merits of 
the case the train started to pull 
out and the inspector shoved Skinte 
inside and told him to stay there 
till they got to Calgary. It seems 
then, according to Skinte, that at 
Strathcona the two women got out 
and started up town, but as he fol- 
lowed them they came back and got 
on the train. At Ledue a provincial 
constable got on the train, but as he 
got on the two apparently got off, 
and when Skinte found this out he 
sot off at Wetaskiwin and came back 
ind found them tn their house here, 

The girl gave him back every- 
thing except the: money for the pho- 
tographs and the $29.40 for the 
tickets, and he gave her a receipt.

At the board of trade meeting, the 
last for the present year, a review of 
the agricultural industry which is re- 
cognized as the basis of progress and 
prosperity in Mdmonton was eubmitted 
by Geo. B. Chadwick in the absence of

In other 
cities business pays its share of the 
taxation, ‘There is no reason why 
it should not do so in Edmonton, 

The vote against Mr, Wilson was 
in large measure the declaration 
of objection to the payment of 
business tax by business men and 
holders of property on which 
itaxes were delinquent, against the 
leollection of the taxes. Mr. Wil- 
ison was defeated not altogether 
}because he had been a member of 
jthe council of 1918, but rather be-

that the city must pay its way.

| Will be interested in a statement as 
| to the increased cost of paper re- 
cently made by P. D. Ross, prin- 
cipal owner of the Ottawa Journal. | 
Press, The occasion is a strike in 
the Booth paper mills at Ottawa. | 
Mr. Booth refuses to discuss terms | 
with his men or to arbitrate. The 
mills are closed, The attitude of 
Mr. Booth was the subject of eriti- 
cism in the columns of the Journal- 
Press. To this criticism Mr. Booth 
replied. Mr. Ross’ statement is a 
reply to Mr, Booth, The Journal- 
Press is the recognized organ of 
the Borden government in Ottawa 
and Mr, Ross is a close personal 
confidant of the premier. His state- 
ment therefore must be aceepted 
las being without political bias. 
Mr. Ross says: 

“Prior to the war my contract with 
Mr. Booth for newsprint was for a 
fraction under $40 per ton, delivered 
at The Journal building. At present, T 
am paying Mr. Booth $69 per ton at} 
his mill and cartage to him of 70 
cents per ton in addition, making a 
total of nearly $70 per ton. In other 
words, Tam paying him nearly double 
the price for paper I did in 1914. Mr. 
Booth does not state how much he 
has advanced the wages of his paper 
mill employees since 1914, but I am 
sure he has not doubled them. What- 
ever may be the sin of the newspapers, 
or myself as one of their representa. 
tives, in contending to keep down the 
price of paper, our course does not 
seem to have been successful enough 
to justify a view that we have com- 
pelled Mr, Booth to keep down wages | 
in his mill . . . . : : 

“The public will perhaps bear with 
me if I do not, in justice to Canadian 
newsnaners, allow the imputation of |

The 
paner mills of this continent beran 
to hoist prices enormously. At the 
same time, war conditions destroyed a 
jlarge volume of advertising, which is 
always the chief source of newspaper 
revenue, Canadian newspapers ac- 
cordingly found themselves confront- 
ed at once with a large loss of adver- 
ltising revenue, and a great increase 
lin cost of naner—although this coun- 
try ,ufactured such an enormous 
quantity of newsprint that Canadian , 
newspapers do not consume a tenth 
part of it, the rest being all sold 
jabroad, Thus desperately hit, needing 
time to rally, and failing to get any 
consideration from their brother em- 
plovers in the paper mills of this 
country, the Canadian newspaner
